RANDALL SPEAKS ON THE TARIFF. 


¥ollowed by Messrs. McKimiecy and Breckin- 
r e Ovation to the Latter 
Gentleman—Other Gossip.

Wasnincton, May 18,--[Special.]--The at- 
tendance in the house today was the largest. 
that has been witnessed this session. The 
galleries. were crowded and packed so that 
thousands were turned away,*Weing unable to 
get aecats. Mr. Randall was unfortunate in 
being really too ill to appear on the floor. His ) 
woice was weak and his pronunciation 6o in- 
audible that it was with great difficulty. he 
could be heard in the galleries. The attend- 
ance upon the floor, however, was very good. 
His speech from his standpoint, in opposition 
¢othe bill, was very forcible and argumenta- 
tive. It had the effect, at least to solidify his 


‘ followers, which will result im their voting 


with vim against the bill. A great.portion of 
bis speech was devoted to the advocacy of the 
repeal of the internal revenue laws, which 
has long been one of Mr. Randall’s chief aims 
in public life. He was warmly congratulated, 
and with the excevtion of the wild and vis- 
fonary followers of Mr. Mills, he is still the 
great leader of the democratic party on the 
floor of the house. 

Mr. McKinley, of Ohio, who is the champion 


* protectionist on the republican side of the 


house, made by far the ablest speech that has 
been delivered upon either side. There was 
no display at oratory or fancy painting of 
words, but it was a straightforward, manly 
and dignified presentation of the.case in 
championing the rights and benefits due 
American industries and American labor as 
agaist the competition of foreign manufac- 
turers and pauper labor of the old world. 

Mr. Breckinridge,of Kentucky, indulged him- 
scif in a great pyrotechnic display of words in 
oratory. It was as beautiful in this respect as 
Mr. McKinley’s was in force ahdargument 
Mr. Breckiuridge is the old man eloquent of 
the day. It was truly an able and memorable 
effort, and at its conclusion he was given 
an ovation seldom, if ever, equaled by 
any ever given a member of the house of 
representatives. The galleries which were 
crowded and fringed around, ‘as:it were, by 
hundreds of ladies who rose in their seats wav- 
ing handkerchiefs, fans, parasols and clapping 
their hands, while men cheered loudiy and at 
times members upon the floor threw Congres- 
sional Records, statutes, reports and every- 
thing within their reach high in the air, and 
made the hall fairly ring with their enthu- 
giasm and admiration for the silver-haired and 
silver-tongued Kentuckian, It was Breckin- 
ridve’s day, and proudly did he sustain the 
reputation of the name he bears, which has 
been a famous one in the administration of 
public affairs for almost half a century. It was 
indeed, a memorable day, and the scenes en- 
act: d will live long in the minds of the thou- 
sands who witnessed it. 

There is a growing disposition among repub- 
licans to accept the proposition made by Mr. 
Mills to vote on the substitute and tariff bill 
immediately at the close of the general debate. 
A large majority of the party, following the 
leddership Of Messrs. Reed, McKinley and 
Cannon, are earnestly in favor of accepting the 
proposition, and making the issue [straight 
between the Mills bill and the substitute to be 
ofiered by the republicans. A minority, who 
are not prepared to accept tothe Milis bill or 
the substitute, and yet insist that something 
should be done at once for a reduction of reve 
bues, are resisting the party leaders in this 
matter. They do not approve of the course 
proposed, as it cuts them off from any 
chance of _ geiting such @& measure 
as they want. They argue in 
opposition to a direct vote as things nowstand, 
that the republican’ substitute would be 
voted down; that the Mills bill, according to 
Mr. lieed’s count, would fail by three votes of 
a majority, and that then there would be 
nothing left to do. They would have to co 
back to their constituents and explain the fail- 
urs of any reduction. Mr. Reed and the bulk 
of the party held that they are not re- 
sponsible for the revision of the tariff and that 
if they present a proposition that is ‘as much as 
the country can ask of them. If the demo- 
crats vote this down, they will be ‘responsible 
for its failure as well as ‘for their 
own failure to prepare a Dill - that 
could pass, provided the Mills — bill 
is defeated. Messrs. Reed and McKinley, 
affer a conference extending over several days 
will their party friends in the senate, are 
@xertingall their power and influence to lead 
their republican colleagues in the house to ac- 
cept Mr. Mills’s proposition.2The few members 
Who are holding out against it are being sub- 
jected to severe pressure. There will be a 
caucus committee meeting tomorrow for the 
purpose of securing harmenious action in this 
matter. The substitute to” be offered by the 
republicans includes the repeal of the sugar 
tax, and on account of that is opposed by Mr. 
Kelley. The plan in an Tntirety is the same 
that has been wearily discussed for some time 
in goneral terms—a repeal of the tobacco tax, 
of the sugar tax and the tax on alcohois used 
fa the arts.

Nasuvitie, Tenn., May. 18.—[Special]— 
Joseph R. Anderson, prohibition nominee for 
governor, and president of the Bristol National 
bank, died at Bristol, Tenn., this morning at 
two o’clobk, after three weeks illness. of 
typhoid fever. He was born October 25, 1819. 
He came. to Bristol, then called King’s 
Meadow, in 1852. He bought one hundred 
acres of land, and engaged in merchandising. 


- His business prospered, and from a poor clerk 
“he gradually grew to be one of the richest men 


in this section ef the state, leaving at Icast 
$300,000, after a long, active and successful 
business career. The funeral servicés will be 
from the Presbyterian church Saturday morn- 
ing at ten o’clock.

The Nashville Steel, Iron and Charcoal Com- 
pany Open Business. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., May 18.—[Svecial.]— 
The furnace of the Nashville Steel, Iron and 
Charcoal company, at -West Nashville, made 
its first run of iron today. The furnace was 
blown in yesterday. The ore used came from 
Lawrence county, andthe iron turned out is 
ronounced tobe avery — grade. A 
arge number of prominent business men of 
this city were invited to witness the run, and 
it was asuccess. About four tons of iron were 
turned out, and it was sold from the pig 
beds to §. E, Jones & Co., foundry men 
of this city. The furnace has a gapacity of 
fifty tons per day. The charcoal and chemical 
works of the company are running under full 
blast, turning out 200 gallons of alcohol per 
day, and sufficient charcoal to run the iron 
furnace. After today arun of iron will be 
made every six -or eight hours from. the 
furnace. essrs. Jones had the iron removed 
immedintely to their shops, and will at3 
o'clock this afternoon put it in the foundry 
where it will be smelted and made into a stove 
of the Tennessee Belle pattern, which will be 
exhibited in the trade display next Monday 
morning.

FAMILIES CLINGING TO HOUSETOPS« 


Crying for Relief—Cotiton and Cérn Crops | 


Seriously Damaged Some Lose 
of Life Reported. . 


St. Lovis, May 18.+A special tothe Post- 
Dispatch from Keokuk says there wasa very 
slight decline of water late "yésterday but the 
rain that set in yésterday at 2 0’¢lock served 
© keep it at a standstill. Measurements re- 
cently taken show, the stage of water to be 
within less than a foot of the great rise of 1857, 
Railroads are all blockaded and will wot be 
able to resume fora week, even should the 
worst of the flood be over. ~*~ 

Irom Fayetteville, Ark., comes the report 
that it has rained incessantly there for the last 
thirty-six hours, and that White river, usually 
a peaceful stream is-now a rushing torrent 
five miles wide. Severe lightning tag also 
prevailed in one or two instances,doing damage 
to property: No report has yet been received 
from the lowlands, away froin railways, and 
the exact damage ¢annot be figured. A wash- 
out is reported on the San Francisco railway 
near Windslow 150 miles south of this city. 

Quincy, DL, May 18.~The Quincy Whig 
today organized three expeditions to the over- 
flowed districts and obtained minute particu- 
lars of the condition of the refugees camped on 
the highlands and bluffs north and south of 
the city. In Indian Grove district there are 
150 families rendered homeless, a majority of 
whom are partially sheltered in barns and 
other buildings on farms not inundated. <A 
number, however, remain in the upper stories 
of dwellings in thesubmergedarea. The Bur- 
Ifngton and Wabash road, at East Hanpibal, 
is washed out fora thousand yards or more, 
and the tracks are covered with water 
a great distance in some districts. 

Damage to railroad property here will be 
enormous, and the interruption of traflic on 
both roads will be disastrous. Communication 
between Hannibal and the east is entirely cut 
off and cannot be restored for many days. 
Branches of the ‘‘Q”’ leading to Hannibal and 
Louisa are washed out for miles, bridges and 
culverts being entizely carried away. The fo-ce 
of the jJood inside levees was much gr ater 
than previous reports would indicate, hun- 
dreds of farm houses and other buildings being 
swept away and demolished. 

Lrer“~e Rocx, Ark., May 18.—Heavy rains 

in the past two days in upper Arkansas valley 
have done great damage. Gazette specials to- 
night say that nearly all small streams to the 
Arkansas river have overiiowed, and railroad 
traflic is greatly retarded. Two bridges onthe 
St. Louis and San Francisco road, south of 
Boston mountains, were badly damaged by 
the washing away of approaches, so weaken- 
ing the structure so as to prevent trains pass- 
ing, and no St. Louis trains have reached Fort 
Smith since Wednesday night, and none are ex- 
pected over the Frisco 
day. 
Considerable damage is reported by washouts 
to the new road between Arkansas and sort 
Gibson, Indian territory. Trains are running 
regularly between Fort Smith and Paris, Tex., 
the damage atrthat end of the ’Frisco line be- 
ing repaired. Many farms are submerged in 
creek bottoms near Alma, Ark., and hundreds 
of acres of corn and cotton. are under water. 
Loss of life is reported, but nothing authentic 
has been received. 

Rain has been falling in Arkansas in the 
last two days, and»stveams are all overtlowod. 
ianmvense cotton fields and corn bottoms are 
overtiowed, and the country is suffering gen- 
eral inundation. So great was the rise from 
Big Frog and Clear creek that people were 
forced from their homes, andsome were com- 
pelled to swim for their lives. Many women 
and children are standing on the tops of houses 
crying for help with the water ten feet deep 
around them and still rising. It is feared that 
several lives have been lost, 


SALLY BOYD ON TRIAL 


the Murder of John Lester in 


Birmingham Last January. 

BinMINGHAM, Ala., May 18.—[Specia].J—In 
the criminal court today the trial of Sallie 
Boyd, for murder, was a succession of sensa- 
tions and startling episodes. The big court- 
room was.densely packed with specttors all 
day, and many attorneys left their offices to 
hear the testimony. Ben Smith, the girl’s 
uncle, who confessed the murder soon after it 
was committed, and implicated Miss Boyd,was 
on the stand against the advice and protest of 
his attorney. He insisted in repeating his 
confession, which was in substance as follows: 

“T had been acquainted with Sallie. Boyd 
about three months, when Léslie was killed. 
Never saw him but once or twice. I used to 
go to the house two or three times a week, and 
usually in the daytime. Sallie had a strange 
fascination over me, and I could not 
help doing what she told me to do. I have a 
good many times tried to pursuade her to leave 
Leslie and go away with me, but she always 
told mc he must be put out of the way first, as 
he would follow us. On the evening of the 
shooting I went to Sallie Boyd’s house, and 
she told me she had things fixed to kill him. 
She gave me a revolver with two loaded 
chambers, and told me to come back at night. 
I took the revolver, went home and reloaded 
it. JI went back to Sallie’s house soon after 
dark, and went around to the water closet, in 
the rear of the house. She met me 
there, told me she would give me 
the signal when all was ready 
by throwing a bucket of waterfout of the win- 
dow. I was to go around to the front door and 
fix Leslie. I waited for some time, and finally 
heard the signal. I iannediately went around 
and entered the house. I found Leslie lying 
on the floor, and shot him through the head 
twice. I then went home, threw the pistol in 
the well and went to bed.”’ 

Miss Boyd and Leslie had been living to- 
gether several years, and the latter was killed 
in the manner described. by Smith on the night 
of the 25th of last January. Miss Boyd is only 
nineteen, and very pretty. Smith, the con- 
fessed murderer, is not yet twenty. 

The prisoner took the stand this evening 
and protested her innocence, denying all 
knowledge of the crime. She declared that 
the witness had been bribed to testify agaiust 
her, and she was being made the victim of a 
conspiracy. 

John Lester, the -murdered man, was & 
wealthy lumber merchant, and able counsel 
have been retained for the prosecution. The 
trial will probably be concluded tomorrow.

Last Day of the Georgia Dioce- 
san Convention, 


BISHOP BECKWITH AND ST. PHILIP'S. 


His Plan of Settling the Debt—The Virginia 
Episcopalians—The Proceeding of the 
Convention at Ealtimore. 


a 


Avousta, Ga., May 18.—The Episcopal 
diecesan convention,.which adjourned here 
yesterday, had some interesting points. 

Reports of committees being in order, the 
finance committee was heard through its chair- 
man, Mr. F. H. Miller, of Augusta. 

Mr. Dodge—I move it be received and 
spread upon the minutes. 

Mr. Harrison~I move that the report be 
adopted. 

Rev. Mr. Barrett objected to the adoption of 
the report immediately. He did not know 
tht there was anything in it that he objected 
to, but still it treated of the disposal of $40,000 
or $50,000, and the convention did not have 
time to give to the discussion, that was why be 
was opposed to the adoption immediately. 
Mr. Barrett in the course of his remarks said 
that he felt sure that one parish would not be 
able to pay the amount in the finance report. 

Bishop Beckwith—Does Mr. Barrett refer 
to St. Philip’s parish? 

Mr. Barrett—Yes, sir, I do. 

Bishop Beckwith—Would the convention 
hear me for five minutes ? 

Mr. Williams assured the bishop that the 
convention would be delighted to hear him. 

The bishop spoke of his efforts in the be- 
half of the parish of St. Philip’s. and said 
that now he thought that he had sone solu- 
tion of their debt question. He then explained 
to the convention how it was that the lot that 
St. Philip's was situated on belonged to the 
diocese, apd that he was the trustee for it, and 
that the lot that the rectory was on 
belonged to the church of St. 
Philip’s. He said he was going into court 
and asked to have those lots exchanged, and 
issue $5,000 worth of bonds and ask if that 
would not be the solution of the debt question 
for poor St. Philip’s. He said that before he 
did this, he wanted to have the backing of tlie 
convention. He simply wanted those people 
to pay that debt, and he was going to try and 
doit. Did you understand that, Mr. Barrett? 

Mr. Barrett—I did; but still I want to have 
the resolutions. I don’t know that any one 
else does, but still I do. 

The motion to take up the report seriatim 
was called for and carried. 

‘There was some stir when the mission com- 
mittee urged the bishop to visit weak charges 
oftener. lle replied that he was responsible to 
God, and not to this convention, and bade the 
committees keep chidings of himself out of 
their reports. He expressed his willingness to 
issue pastoral letters for missionary purposes, 
but did not believe that great results would 
follow. 

The first business of importance before the 
convention was the motion of Colonel Harri- 
son, tohave appointed an archdeacon of the 
diocese, ata salary ofnot less than $1,500, 
with all expenses while on atrip paid, the 
archdeacon to be a kind of an assistant to the 
bishop 

There was a great dealof discussion on the 
motion, and everybody seemed to favor it, 
seemed to think that the bishop needed an as- 
sistant. But the parish fund was larger in 
proportion than it had been, and where was 
the money coming from? The bishop himself 
did not see the feasibility of the appointment, 
and the notion, after considerable debate, was 


The next business before the convention was 
the most important and decidedly the most 
interesting. It was the discussion of the 
eleven canons of the church in regard to the 
trial of presbyters and deaconsof the episco- 
mg The canons were separately discussed 

y sections, and there was the greateat amount 
of debate on each canon. There was only one 
canon that wasnot amended in some form. 
The late trial of Dr. Armstrong, the members 
said, had caused some criticism from outsiders 
on the trial of Episcopal clergy. Noone 
doubted that the trial was not as fair as poasi- 
ble, but still the bishop, as well as all the 
delegates, both clergical and lay, desired that 
the convention should adopt each amendment 
ao a so that everybody should under- 
stand. 

On the first section the debate was partici- 
vated in by Messrs. Holly, Miller, Harrison, 
Mentgouser r, Cady, Williams, Bishop Beck- 
with and Messrs. Powers and Dodge. 

One of the best debates of the convention was 
between Judge Montgomery, Rey. C. C. Wil- 
liams, Rev. Mr. Dodge andthe Right Rev. 
Bishop Mr. Williams, when the section of the 
canon fame up that related to the procuring of 
counsel by the accused, made an excellent ar- 
gument against the clause, declaring that the 
accused clergyman shall have to _ pro- 
cure counsel from an acknowledged 
communicant of fivelyears standing. He said 
that it seemed to him that if a man was 
charged with an offense, especially a minister, 
that he should be allowed the best legal talent 
procurable anywhere. He said the diocese of 
Georgia is second to none anywhere in the 
number or brilliance of its legal profession, 
but there might arise a case where there were 
no good lawyers in the parish, and he thought 
a minister should always be well represented. 

Bishop Beckwith thought it very lamenta- 
ble that the church should have to go outside 
of its members to get legal talent. Ife clung 
to the teachings of the Apostle Paul, to keep 
your own counsels. 

Bishop Beckwith was well supported by 

tev. Walter Dye and Mr. F. H. Miller in his 
arguments. 

Judge W. W. Montgomery, of Summerville, 
spoke in favor of Mr. Williams’s line of argu- 
ment, and spoke for the honesty of the legal 
fraternity. He felt sure thatthe lawyers se- 
lected, if they were, would hold the proceed- 
ings of the court as sacred and inviolable as if 
they were members of the church. 

Rev. Walter Dye made some remark about 
the sentiment of the motion, which was 
quickly taken hold of by the Rey. Mr. Dodge, 
of St. Bisnon’s Island, who said, while, of 
course, he was a great believer in sentiment, 
stillhe did not think that the question was one 
of sentiment, when it affected the life, at least 
the reputation, which was worth more than 
life, of a minister of the gospel. 

Mr. Williams’s motion was lost, but the sec- 
tion was finally amended so as to read instead 
of a communicant of five years, ‘‘a communi- 
cant of good standing."’

REV. DR. WOODROW'S APPEAL. 


To Appear Before the General Assembly of 
the Southern Presbyterians. 


Battm™ore, Md., May 18.—One of the most 
interesting matters to come before the South- 
ern General Prosbyterian assembly, now im 
session here, will be the appeal of Rey. Dr. 
James Woodrow, which would have been 
heard by the last general assembly, but Dr, 
Woodrow wasaick and conld not attend. For 
twenty years or more Dr, Woodrow held the 
Perkins chair in the Columbia, S. C., Theo 
logical seminary. Judge Perkins, of Missis- 
sippi, gave $20,000 before the civil war to enu- 
dow a chair, and Dr, Woodrow taught natural 
science in connéction with revealed religion, 
Columbia Theological seminary is under the 
care of trustees from the synods of South Car- 
Olina, Georgia, and some from Alabama,South 
Georgia and Florida. It got noised about in 
South Carolina that Dr. Woodrow held cer- 
tain views about evolution nt consistent with 
the position of the church upon this question, 
but he did not teach them to his students. 
The synods in the different states acted on the 
matter and a majority of them requested the 
trustees in 1886 to ask Dr, Woodrow to resign, 
and if he refused to declare his chair vacant. 

Dr. Woodrow gave the trustees an elaborate 
expos.tion of his views. He took the ground 
in brief that the body of man descended from 
some animal, and at a certain point his maker 
wet it and breathed into it spirit. Eve came 
from no animal except! Adam. Dr. Woodrow 
contends that he believes in every part of the > 
inspired Scripture is strict on inspiration and 
heresy—a follower of Calvin, and adheres 
firmly to the standard of the Presbyterian 
church. He said he thought the position he 
took in reference to man ‘‘probably true.” 
The trustees did their duty wchinoias and Dr. 
Woodrow left the seminary. While he wag 
teaching in the seminary he also held a posi- 
tion in the South Carolina university, a state 
institution in no way connected with tlhe thee- 
logical school. He kept the position, and 
teaches there now. Hehas been more of an 
instructor in institutions than a preacher. He 
also edits a paper called the Southern Presby- 
terian, an individual enterprise. He hag 
friends who side with him in his views. 

The discussion on his case took a wide range 
and personalities were introduced, which of- 
fended Dr. Woodrow, and he determined te 
make a stand against his opponents and appeal 
to the general assembly. The chureh reluct- 
antly took action on the case. Dr. Woodrow 
will appear in person and let the assembly hear 
from him.

George P. Woods, of the Hawkinsville Dis- 
patch, never goes abroad without learning 
something. His recent trip with the editors to 
Murphy. N. C., results in this story: 

I had often heard that several hundred Cherokee 
Indians still inhabited the western portions of North 
Carolina, and I was anxious to sce these people and 
learn more of theirstrange history, and I have. Our 
excursion party numbered about sixty, both ladies 
and gentlemen, and asthe hotels were unable to 
furnish accommodations for all, it was necessary 
that some of the editors should be assigned to the 
residences of private citizens. It was my good for- 
tune, together with Tom Morris, of the Milledge- 
ville Chronicle, and Lawrence Ryals, of the McRae 
Enterprise, tofind board and lodging under the 
roofof Mr. B. B. Meroney. Mr. Meroney enjoys 
the distinction of having married Mart! &@ Weich, a 
dauchter of John Welch, chief of the valley tribe of 
upper town Cherokees. Mrs, Meroney’s Cherokee 
blood came from her father, her mother, who was 
named Blythe, being white. Her mother is still 
living. and iseighty-seven yearsof age. Theold 
lady speaks the Cherokee language as fluently as 
the English, Mrs. Meroney informed me that it 
had been forty-nine years since her people had 
moved to the Indian Territory in the west, and that 
she was a little child. The Cherokee country was 
purchased by the whitesin 1838, and many of the 
Cherokees wept bitterly when they learned that 
their country had been sold, and that they were re- 
quired to go west. Her brother and sister are now 
living in the Cherokee Nationin the Indian Terrti- 
tory, and other members of her family. Some of her 
people have been back on a visit, and have told her 
that the Indian Territory isa much richer and bet- 
ter land than their old country. Mrs. Meroney 
brought out her album and showed me several pho 
tographs of her relativesin the Indian Territory, 
nearthe town of Tallequah, Sheis proudof her 
Indian parentage, and sheand her mother still 
have their landed rights preserved among the Cher- 
okees. Sheis anintelligentand handsome lady, 
with the usual black hair and black eyes character- 
istic of the Cherokees. There are several hundred 
full blooded Cherokees living in this county and in 
the adjoining counties of western North Casolina. I 
saw afew of themin Murphy yesterday evening, 
Arrangements had been made forthe Indians to 
give a ball for the beneiit of the Georgia editors, but 
it began raining this morning, and the mud was so 
thick and heavy that neither white man or Indian 
cared totry it. The place chosen for the ball was 
just across the river from Murphy, atthe base of 

Fain’s mountain, and whenI star ed for the ball 
ground in a buggy at seven o'clock, and saw a heavy 
dark cloud rising overthe mountain, I knew the 
game wasup. Mr. Meroney, the head of the house- 
hold whose hospitality I have enjoyed, is an affable 
and clever citizen, and owns a large amount of yal- 
uable real estate in the mountainsand valleys. He 
insists that I shall stay over two wecks longer and 
look at the country, and assures me thatit shall 
not cost me a cent.

Dr. Whitney Thomas Ewing, republican 
candidate for governor of Alubama was once a 
citizen of Georgia. He was born in Washing- 
ton county, Virginia, on December 28, 1823. 
He left home at the age of 15 years on account 
of a drunken step-father, and went to Quincy, 
linois, where he got an academic education. 
Afterwards he took a collegiate course at Ma- 
riatta, Ohio. He studied medicine, and gradu- 
ated as a physician at the St. Louis Medical 
university at the sessions of 1848-49. In 1850 
he went to California and practiced medicine 
in the mines and at San Francisco almost five 
years. He returned to St. Louis in 1855, and 
soon afterwards, on account of ill health, 
moved south, locating in Cass county, Ga. 
From there, in 1873, he moved to Alabama, 
settling at Gadsden, where he has resided ever 
since. Dr. Ewing wasa member of the con- 
stitutional convention in 1867-68 from the dis- 
trict composed of the counties of Blount and 
Etowah, having been elected as a republican 
over B. F. Pope, democrat; he run as an inde- 
pendent republican for congress in the seventh 
district against two candidates, General Burke 
being the regular nominee of the. party. He 
has been postmaster at Gadsden about twenty- 
two years, going out in 1887, after the election 
of a democratic president. In 1884, he ran for 
congress against Forney, and although de- 
feated, he made large republicans gains in 
that district. Dr. Ewing isa man of means, 
having accumulated considerable property. 
He left home a poor boy, having but ten cents 
in. his pocket, which he spent for bread. He 
knows the ills as well as the joys of both poy- 
erty and riches, and is a man of strong will 
power, and is noted for his integrity.

Andrew Patterson to Expiate [ 


His Crime. 


He Acted the Part of the Bully and Now 
He will Have to Act the Part 
of the Corpse. 


Quitman, Ga., May 18.—[Special.]—The 
spring term of Brooks superior court adjourn- 
edon last night at eleven o’clock. Judge 
Hansell presided the first week, and with his 
usual ability’ and promptness disposed of 
nearly all the civil business, and then adjourn- 
ed over until this week, and having gone to 
Macon to try some disqualified cases for Jpdge 
Fort the latter came here to hold our second 
week, 

The:-case of the state vs. Andrew Patterson, 
charged with the murder of Lucius Williams 
in February last, was the most notable case 
tried here for years. He was ably defended 
by Colonel W.S. Humphreys, while the state 
was represented by the solicitor general and 
Judge W. B. Bennet. Patterson is a youth 
about twenty years old, and on Saturday night 
of the fourth day of February had been in 
town, and having purchased a flask of mean 
whisky, with three companions about his age, 
started across the railroad to attenda ‘‘festi- 
val,” just one-half mile from the center of 
the town. 

While enroute it seems that he was anxious 
to exhibit his manhood and when he would 
meet or pass any one would accost them ins 
jeering insulting manner. 

This was continued until near the school 
house, when he met Wiliiams coming towards 
the city. He (Patterson) abused and cursed 
Williams, and seemed determined to make 
him fight. Williams remonstrated and told 
him notto be cursing him for nothing, and 
Patterson repeating the insult, Williams 
slapped him, and simultaneously with the mo- 
tion to slap, Patterson, with alarge keen 
knife, already open and ready for,deadly work 
stabbed Williams in the thigh severing the 
femoral artery, and Williams then ran[towards 
the railroad closely pursued by Patterson who 
said that he would cut his heart out. Williams 
fell about 100 yards off from loss of blood and 
soon thereafter died. 

This was the case made by the state, and 
while it was contradicted in part by the boys 
with Patterson and who had been drinking 
with him before the difficulty, the jury readily 
reached the conclusion that it was a cold- 
blooded, unprovoked murder, and returned a 
verdict of guilty, and Patterson was sentenced 
by the court to be hanged privately on July-13. 
next. 

' His connsel has filed a motion fora new tzial 
and will appeal the case to thé supreme court. 

Patterson, though not over twenty years old, 
seems to be a hardened unmitigated criminal. 
His parents work for Mr. Perdue, a most esti- 
mable and prominent citizen and farmer near 
this place. Sometime ago Andrew taking 
umbrage at something Mrs. Perdue had said or 


done, made an assault upon her and had it not - 


been for the interference of others would have 
probably done her harm. About a yearago he 
and another vagabond was put off the passen- 
ger train as it was pulling out of town because 
of their boisterous conduct and failure to pay 
their fare.

THE CENTRAL CITY. 


The Case of the City of Macon vs. the East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia R. R. 

Macon, Ga., May 18.—[{Special.]—The case 
of the mayor and council of the city of Macon 
against the East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia Railway company, which has been en- 
gaging the attention of the superior court 
since Tuesday morning, was concluded today, 
the jury, under the charge of the court, find- 
ing a verdict in favor of the defendant. 

The case involved a number of points of 
much interest to the profession, but finally 
went off on the holding of the judge that the 
city could not, under the |statutes, main- 
tsin the suit. In 1863 the legislature granted 
to the Macon and Brunswick Railroad com- 

any ten acres of land, in what is 
inown as the Macon reserve. This 
grant was conditioned, on the consent 
of the mayor and council of the city, 
who were authorized to fix the terms, condi- 
tions and limitations of the grant. In 1866 on 
application of the railroad company to the 
city, the terms were agreed on. No possession 
was ever taken under the grant, however, and 
the land was unused till a track wasrun across 
it by the East’ Tennessee company; probably 
in 1882. When the property and assetsof the 
old Macon and Brunswick railroad was sold 
under the seizure by the state the land in 
question was not described and not included 
in the deed, and the city authorities claim 
that the original grant had ceased, and deter- 
mined asit was provided therein that the 
railroad should hold the land only so 
long as it was used for railroad purposes. 
The judge charged the jury that the mayor and 
council could not recover the ae coy in 
ejectment, holding that if there had, in fact, 
been a forfeiture of the grant, the title had 
gone back to the state, and not into the mayor 
and council. He based this conclusion upon 
the acts of 1826 and 1856 concerning the Macon 
reserve, which, he held, vested only an ease- 
ment in the city authorities and not the legal 
title. The principle decided involves the title 
to twenty acres of land on the reserve 
which had been granted in the same way to 
railroad companies. The decision was a great 
surprise to the city authorities, and will be 
carried to the supreme court for review. 
Messrs. R. W. Patterson and Hill & Harris 
represent the city; Bacon & Rutherford and 
Hardeman & Davls appeared for the railroad. 

In the United States district court this morn- 
ing, Rudolph Denicke was arraigned on an 
indictment charging him with embezzlement 
of a letter which had come into his possession 
as railway postal clerk. The indictment has 
been pending for over two years, and this is 
the second timethe deféndant has been to 
trial on thischarge. The first trial, which 
took place about two years ago, resulted in 
his conviction ; but a new trial was — by 
Judge Speer, because he had allowed the jurors 
to disperse under a charge not to allow them- 
selves to be approached by anyone on the sub- 
ject of the trial until they assembled next 
morning. 

On the trial that day, however, the defense 
had endeavored to impeach the testimony of 
one of the postoffice inspectors, and the next 
morning’s paper was full of interviews with 
postofiice inspectors, and others on the. ques- 
tion of veracity involved inthe issue. The 
jury read these articles, and the court set the 
verdict aside. 

Today two points are raised on the trial ; one 
is that there is a variance between the letter 
charged as having been embezzled and the 
letter introduced in evidence; and the other 
is that a conviction cannot be had for the em- 
bezzlement of a decoy letter, 

The court will probably decide these points 
tomorrow.

MAUDE ST. PIERRE.

The Mysterious Woman Discovered in the 
Backwoods of Alabama. 

Mosiie, Ala., May 15.—The Register has 
some new developments in the ease of the eccentric 
Maude St. Pierre. About four years ago the news 
was circ ulated through the-country ot “the mysteri- 
ous disappearance of John W. Neal, of Huntsville, 
Ala., the private secretary of Maude St. Pierre, a 
lady of great wealth.” The newspapers of the time 
were filled with the affair. 

In June, 1884, Maude St. Pierre went to the house 
of Colonel John F, Anderson, of Anderson station. 
She said she was possessed oLenormous wealth, and 
had made a trip to Anderson for the pnr- 
pose of purchasing vast ranges of mineral 
land in that section. She added that her private 
secretary, John W. Neal, would also want accom- 
modations, They were admitted as guests at the 
Anderson mansion. _ Miss Maude St. Pierre was 
about thirty-five years of age. She claimed to be an 
English lady of unlimited recources. She negotiat- 
ed with Colonel Anderson and bought from him 
1,400 acres of mineral Jand, the price being $6 per 
acre. She paid for this in checks, which were not 
bonored at the bank, but she managed to make the 
amount of her options good. She said she was ar- 
ranging for establishing an immense coal and iron 
company, with a capital of $5,000,000. She paid 
Colonel Anderson $700 of the entire option. Of this 
amount $150 went toward the payment of the pro- 
tested check held by the Murfreesboro bank. She 
spent ahout $1,500 at Anderson, and her stay there 
Created a big stir, as she said she wished to buy all 
the mineral lands in east and west Tennessee. She 
represented herself as being worth $8,000,000. 

About this time Neal disappeared. The whole 
country was carefully searched, but nota trace of 
him was found untfi last month, when his skeleton 
remains were discovered at the foot of a cliff near 
Anderson station. It was rumored that Miss St, 
Pierre had something todo with the matter, but 
she had long since left the country, going, it was 
said, to Florida. The skeleton of Neal showed no 
evidences of how death was brought about. 

Itseems from what was learned yesterday that 
Maud 8t, Pierre really did gotoFlorida. She went 
to Milton, Fla., where she pretended to be a woman 
of affairs. Afterashort stay she took a journey to 
see about some transaction or other, and did not 
return. She left several heavy trunks behind, and, 
as her bill was unpaid, the trunks were opened 
and found to contain nothing but wood. 

It was in January, 1887, that she appeared in 
Brooklyn, Escambia county. She calied herself 
Maude St. Pierre. She came to take charge of a 
school at Brooklyn, but did mot get the desired 
position. She took lodgings with a couple who 
were in very straightened circumstances, but she 
paid no money, and at last, after a year and a 
quarter had passed, a demand was made upon her 
for the amount due for board. In the meantime 
she had been doing a large businessin purchasing 
timber landsin Conecuh and adjoining counties. 
She made an inspection of large tracts of land and 
purchased them, No money passed, and when pay- 
ments became due the contracts were forfeited. To 
settle her board bill she gave a drafton a party in 
Washington. D. C., but requested that it be nut pre- 
sented before June next. 

She bas movedto apoint inthe woods fiftecn 
miles east of Brewton, where she isstaying with 
some people who are anxious to get rid of her, 

She is a woman of handsome features, of fine edu- 
cation, understands music and fine arts, andis 
accowplish@i. She always dresses well and has the 
modest demeavorofa lady. Nevertheless, she asso- 
ciates exclusively with the poorer classes, and with 
the illiterate she seeks scciusion; and the impres- 
sion of the people of Conecuh is that she is hiding, 
having committed some fearful crime. Those who 
have had opportunity have questioned her about 
her past hisiory, but can get no statement from her. 
Her secret still remains with her, and thereis no 
answer to the question: ‘‘Who is she?”

A Great Cremation. 
From the Pall Mali Gazette. 

From Siam we learn that the cremation of 
the two sons ofthe king, which was ‘‘celebrated”’ 
atthe end of February, wasa ceremony eclipsing 
in magnificence even that of the king’s uncle, whose 
body was cremated last year. For fifteen days 
Bangkok was given up to revelry. No work was 
done, and such amusements as fireworks, illumin.- 
ations and interminable dramatic performances 
were provided nightly and kept up till two or three 
o'clock a.m. The building in which the cremation 
was eflected had been erected atacost exceeding 
£50,000, a fact, which as it is now being demolished 
as having served i's purpose, shows munificence if 
not extravagance. Externaily this ‘“‘premane” pre- 
sented the appearance ofa palace of gold, so gor 
geous was its ornamentation, and internally its 
chieffeature wasthe electric Night with which it 
was illuminated throughout, There were two sep- 
arate cremation days during the fortnight, and the 
final procession for each wasso long that it oecu- 
pied over an hour in passing a fixed point. Siamese 
funerals may be expensive ceremonies, but at least 
they cannot be called lugubrious.

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THE MISHRIES OF MISERS. 


Some Remarkable Men who Regarded Wealth 
Above all Physical Comforts. 
From the Pittsburg Dispatch. 

Perhaps the most famous miser that ever 
lived was John Elwes, an Englishman, who 
died from neglect because he refused to incur 
the expense of physicians ahd nurses, thong” 
worth not less than $4,000,000. In the ease 
of John Elwes, his sordid character was not 
the result of ignorance, for he was a graduate 
of a Swiss nniversity and later in life wasa 
member of parliament. His greed of gold 
was an hereditary sin. He was the son ofa 
London brewer, who died when ‘the boy was 
only four years old. His mother survived, 
but to such an extent did her passion for money 
gain ahold upon her that, though she had 
$500,000 in her own right, she actually starved 
to death. An unele, Sir Harvey Elwes, was 
also a miser, and ‘the example of these two 
blood relatives exerci such an influence 
upun John Elwes that he became the most 
famous miserof three centaries. After his 
return to England from Geneva Elwes moved 
in fashionable London society, where his pro- 
spective wealth entitled him to recognition, 

When he visited his uncle in Suffolk, where 
the latter lived in the most abject penury, his 
hopeful nephew would play a double part. He 
would wear his fashionable garments as far as 
a little inn in Chelmsford,where he exchanged 
them for a pair of patched ‘trousers, a worn 
out coat, darned stockings, and clodhopper 
shoes with iron buckles. In_ this attire he 
would call upon his uncle. The latter would 
not permit a fire on cold March days on the 
score of its being extravagant, and the two 
would sit with a crust of bread and one glass of 
wine between them until it was too dark to 
see each other’s faces, and then they would re- 
tire tosave the expense of candles. When 
this uncle died he left his nephew a fortune of 
$1,000,000. ‘ 

As he grew older, John Elwes developed the 
terrible avarice that marked his life by a pas- 
sion for cards. He would sit in his thread- 
bare clothes with the Duke of Nortliumberland 
and play with:feverish eye and _ trembling 
hand with thousands at stake, and then after 
having lost or won as the case might be, he 
would walk to his miserable lodgings, three 
miles distant, in a peltering rain rather than 
pay for a cab. 

Elwes owned a magnificent country seat in 
Berkshire. When he would leave London to 
visit it he would put three hard-boiled eggs 
and some crusts of bread in his pockets, then 
mounting a horse would ride over fields and 
through lanes, going miles out of his way to 
avoid roads where he would have to pay a few 
pennies toll. A more than faithful biogra- 
pher says of him: 

“Ho would eat his proyisions in the last 
stage of putrifaction rather than have a fresh 
joint from the butcher, and at one time he 
wore a wig about a fortnight which he picked 
out of arutina lane and which had appar- 
ently been thrown away by a beggar.” 

At his country seat he alowed of no repair 
save alittle brown paperor abitof broken 
giass. During the harvest he would amuse 
himself with guing into the fields to glean the 
corn on the ground of his own tenants, and 
they used to leave a little more than common 
to please the old gentleman, who was as eager 
after it as any pauperin the parish. To save 
bed coverings, before his death, he would go 
to sleep completely dressed with boots and hat 
on. He died miserably, his mind weakened 
by worry and privation. The value. of his 
fortune, which went to two sons, was not less 
than $4,000,000, 

Another celebrated miser was Ephraim 
Lapes Pereira, Baron d’Aguilar, formerly 
cashier to the Empress Maria Theresa of 
Austria. Strange to say, the early years of his 
life at Austrian court were years of splendor. 
Then he moved to England, married a wealthy 
lady, and settled down. He lived in gumptu- 
ous style; kept several carriages and twenty 
servants. He was married twice, and after his 
second marriage he left his family and fnends 
and withdrew himself from the fashionable 
world. Heturned farmer. At this time he 
was worth one million dollars. After a year 
in this country h’s place becan to be known as 
“Starvation Farnryard.”’ His cattle and poultry 
were amass of skin and bones, and peasants 
began to hoot at the baron whenever he ap- 
peared for his mean treatment of his animals. 
He always insisted upon being present when 
the stock was being fed so that he might see 
that there was nothing stelen or wasted. He 
went about his farm clad in mean and dirty 
clothes, and refused to spend money to buy 
new ones. After a life of selfishness and 
meanness he died in March, 1802, leaving prop- 
erty estimated at $1,100,000. His diamonds 
alone were|worth'$150,000, while hissolid silver 
plate weighed over 700 pounds. 

But exceeding by far the example of John 
Elwes is that of Daniel Dancer, whose life is 
the most striking example perhaps in all his- 
tory of the insatiabie thirst for gold. His 
father died and left him, together with a sis- 
ter, acomfortable fortune. Dancer and his 
sister lived in a miserable hut near Harrow, in 
Middlesex, England. Their fare consisted of 
a piece of cheap beef and fourteen hard dump- 
1: gs boiled on Sunday, and th’'s lasted them 
the rest of the week. ‘The pair dressed in rags, 
and when the sister was dying from cold and 
starvation her brother refused tosummon med- 
ical aid on the ground that he could not spend 
his mroney for medicine, because if the ‘‘old 
girl’? was going to die the doctors couldn’t save 
her anyhow. Dancer was too miserly to pro- 
vide-soap and towels for himself, 

He would wash in a neighboring pool and lie 
out in the sun till hewasdried. His clothes,a 
mass of patches, were held. up by a belt of 
twisted hay, and his whole appearance was 
thatof abject misery. Dancer on his rambles 
never returned empty handed. He would 
gather up the bones in the village streets and 
lanes, bring them home, and after picking 


them clean himself would cfack them and | 


feed them to his dog. Once neighbors com- 
plained that his dog worrjed and killed their 
sheep, and for fear that he would have to pay 
for future depredations, he took the dog to a 
blacksmith’s, where he had all the poor dog’s 
teeth broken off to prevent a further recur- 
rence of the trouble. He mended his own 
shoes and wore one hat continuously for thir- 
teen years. 

When he lay on his dying bed his only gar- 
ment was an old sack. When remonstrated 
witb, he said that he came into this world 
without a shirt and he would go out of it that 
way. When avisitorsuggested that he have a 
pillow for his head he crdered his only ser- 
vant, whose weekly wages were only thirty 
cents, to bring him a wisp of hay, which he 
used as a pillow till his death, a few days 
later. He left an estate yalued at $25,000, 
amply sufficient forall his needs during his 


} lifetime, had he. so desired. This money, in 


odd sums, was hidden in old rags, nailed down 
to the under part of the manger floor in the 
miserable cowshed, and over $10,000 was 
found hidden in the manure pile, where it had 
lain for years.

| THE JERSEY LILY- 


A Most Singularand Remarka- 
: bie Freak of Nature. 


Judge Hammond Tells the Story of a 
. Butcher’s Fall and His Rise 
Aguin to Fortune, 


From the Griffin, Ga., News. 

Judge Hammond told the Newsman the 
following: : 

There was a butcher who was too kind to 
say no; so he sold most of his meat on time, 
That was a good time for the buyers, but a bad 
time for the butcher. His was the common 
lot of all that class of tradesmen who sell on 
time and fail to collect. He run his busi- 
ness a long time, but run his customers much 
longer. 

His hands were red with the blood of many 
a mild-eyed Jersey ; the blood of many a short- 
legged Argyle had fertilized his pastures, and 
the lowing distress went up from a thousand 
throats of the common herd. But, alas, when 
pay day was to come it never came at all. So 
he closed his shop and held his accounts 
against his castomers and holds them until 
this day. But his slaughter pen and pastures 
were still left to him, which he had not failed 
to fertilize with the blood and refsue from 
the slanghtephouse for many years, 
He removed the building. and broke 
up the land for cultivation and sowed it down 
in peas. Atthe proper time he turned the 
peas under. Early the next spring he discoy- 
ered a peculiar growth springing up on a half 
acre immediately around where the slaughter 
house had stood, where the soil was moist, and 
he concluded to let the new growth stand and 
see what it was. The remainder of his land he 
cultivated. This new growth had leaves like 
the ears of cattle and were of different colors, 
Some red, some white, some red and white 
some white and black and some variegated 
with red, white and black specks. The out- 
side of these leaves were covered with hair of 
the colors already mentioned, but the inner or 
upper side was of a delicate pink, suffused 
nearer the stem with a warm red. The 
blooms always came in pairs, one above the 
other, the upper one being about the size of a 
goose egg and the lower one about the size of a 
partridge egg. The colors of the blooms were 
not at all uniform, but were very rich and 
pure. No breeze that ever sighed through the 
orange groves of the south ever came freighted 
with a sweeter fragrance than that which ema- 
nated from these new flowers at twilight’s 
quiet hour. The sunlight never Kissed the 
cheeks of lovelier ‘flowers than those which 
bloomed in the butcher’s garden, — in 
their freshness when bathed in pearly dew 
drops. Both blooms were pendant like the grace- 
ful fuscheu. The upper ones have two horns like 
those of acow, and whenever the wind is 
stirring they send forth a soft and plaintive 
sound like the innocent dove who has lost her 
mate. There are two leaves at the base of 
these horns like the ears of acow. The upper 
bloom is the shape of a cow’s head and open 
at the mouth, with a long, tongue-like pistil, 
which reaches the lower or smaller bloom, 
which is of stnaller shape and has ears, but no 
horns, and is closed at the mouth and is cover- 
ed with fine, silky hair of different rich colors. 
This pistillate tongue has a vibratory motion 
and passes back and forth over the smaller 
bloom like the mother cow when she caress- 
ingly licks her calf. On the second day of the 
bloom, this pistillate tongue has attached it- 
self by a glutinous substance to the leafy ear 
of the lower bloom, and toward sundown forms 
and deposits in this ear a single crimson drop, 
pure and clear. Then the larger bloom fades 
and dies, and the smaller forms a pod of seed. 

The butcher, thinking these seeds would re- 
producé the mother plant, plantedjthem on hts 
remaining land. He believed that he could 
realize a handsome income from the sale of 
seeds and cuttings from the new and beautiful 
flower which he originated. He advertised 


extensively, and of course the lovers of the’ 


odd and beautiful flocked to see the new wen- 
der, and innumerable orders poured in «for 
sceds and cuttings, which he supplied at prices 
which rare curfosities always demand. Fortune 
had smiled on the poor man again, it is true, 
but she had in store for him a much greater 
blessing than he had yet dreamed of. 

The growth from the seed which he had 
planted was flourishing, while his original 
plants continued to produce flowers and seeds 
while his income increased. But, to his as- 
tonishment, the new plants were entirely dif- 
ferent from the originals. They were the 
height of a tall cotton stalk, but much stouter, 
and had from six to ten oyal-shaped globes on 
each, which grew to the size of a cocoanut, 
and about the middle of September matured 
and fell off.

gee aoe then accorded to Mr. Randall, 
of Pennsylvania. He opened his speech by re- 
ferring to the president’s recent message, in 
which the executive advised congress that the 
purplus in the treasury by the 30th of June, at 
the end of the current fiscallyear,would be ex- 
pected toreach the sum of $140,000,000, in- 
cluding prior accumulations; or more closely 
stated, the sum of $113,000,000 apart from prior 
accumulations over and above all authorized 
expenditures, including the sinking fund for 

the current year. He then quoted from

defining his position on the tariff and 
jnternal revenue question, and said 
that from the utterances of the president, 
he understood the executive te be adverse to 
any reduction of the internal taxes, as that 
mode of taxation afforded,in the opinion of 
the president, ‘‘no just complaint, and that 
nothing isso well able to bear the burden 


without hardship to any portion of tlte people.” 


‘The president further said thatthe tariff law 
qwas a vicious and illogical source of inequit- 
able tax, and ought to be revisedand modified, 
and the president had urged upon congress an 
immediate expression on this matter, to the 
exclusion of all others. The president had 
asserted in substance, that the reduction neces- 
gary should be made by additions tothe free 
Jist, and by the lowering of the rates of duty. 

In the presence of such language, emanating 
fromthe executive, authorized by diréction 
of the constitution to communicate and from 
time totime give to congress information on 
the state of the union, and recommend such 
gueastires as he should judge necessary, it 
‘was imperatively required of the representa- 
tives of the people to give fair, intelligent and 

rompt attention to the suggestions made. 

@ had done se. He had introduced and had 
referred to the committee on ways and means 
a a to reduce and equalize duties on imports, 
and to 

REDUCE INTERNAL REVENUE TAXES, 
and some provisions of that bill showed that 
the remedies he would apply were at variance 
with those recommended by the president. 
The president sought to prevent a continua- 
tion of surplus revenue by resorting to changes 
Jn customs duties only.- The remedy he (Ran- 
dall) proposed was through the repeal of the 
internal revenue taxes as wellas by a full re- 
vision of the tariff, as promised to the peopje 
by the democratic convention of 1884. The 
reduction provided for in this bill aggregated 
$77,000,000 on internal taxes. Those taxes 
had \lways been the last to be levied, and first 

to be repealed when no longer necessary. 

Mr. Jefferson had given the death blow to 
excise taxes, the most vicious of all taxes, 
and among other things he received the thanks 

{ the legislature of his native state for so 
Roing, and was for having the internal taxes 
abolished. The first tax aiso to be repealed 
after the war of 1812 had been the excise tax, 
which was recommended by Madison, and was 

he first law exacted under the administration 
of Monroe. 

The democratic convention of 1884 declared 
that the internal revenue was a war tax, and 
this declaration, taken in connection with 
other declarations of the platform, clearly es- 
tablished the fact that the opinion of the con- 
vention was that some of the 
INTERNAL REVENUE TAXES SHOULD FIRST GO, 
and that 7 should all go when a sufficient 
Sum was realized,from customhouse taxes to 
meet the expenses of the government 
economically administered. The country 
was practically in such a condition now, and a 
true response to those declarations warranted 
the repeal of internal revenue taxesto the ex- 
tent proposed by his bill. He favored now, as 
he had always done, a total repeal of internal 
revenue taxes. [Applause.|] 

In the bill which he introduced he proposed 
to sweep all these taxes from the statute ks 
except a tax of fifty cents on whisky, and he 
wouild transfer the collections of that tax to 
the customs officers if that was found to be 
practicrble. 

If this internal revenue system was abolish- 
6d today, we would havej no surplus revenue 
to scare the country, while the administration 
of public affairs would be rendered purer and 
better. His bill proposed a revision of the 
tariff on a principle believed to be in harmony 
With the authorized declarations of the demo- 
cratic party in their last convention. These 
Geclarations Clearly recognized the fact that a 
Wifference existed in the cost of the production 
of commodities in this and other countries on

; A HIGHER RATE OF WAGES 
in the United States, and declared for duty 
ample to cover that difference. There was a 
cardinal — which must cover every in- 
telligentSrevision of the tariff. Labor in this 
country received amnuch larger share of what 
Was annually produced than in any other coun- 
try, and this advantage to labor could only be 
maintained by giving to industries protection 
equal to thatdifference. While a dollar might

lf did not give higher wages to the laborer,

MONOPOLIES EXISTED WITHOUT THE TARIFF. 
The Standard onl trust, whisky trust and cot- 
ton seed oil trust, and others that he could 
mention. the greatest trusts in the whole coun- 
try, were not protected by the tariff, He was 
for the protection of labor, not in one state 
merely, but in ali the states. He was for the 
protection aud maintenance of that industrial 
system that allows to the laborer a larger pro- 
portionate share of his products than was real- 
ized in any other country or under any other 
system. Certain provisions of the metal 
schedules, he said, had been very sharply 
assailed, and he deyoted some time to 
answering the speakers who had attacked his 
measure. He took upthe schedules relating 
to steel rails, and quoted figures at length to 
sustain his action in fixing duties at the rates 
he proposed in his bill. Phe duty on cotton 
ties, he said, was one of the inconsistencies of 
the present tariff.. It was only fair that they 
should pay duty as hoop iron and as an article 
of manufacture. The present law was a posi- 
tive discrimination against the home manu- 
facturer and in favor of the foreign producer. 
The rate of wages in England in cotton tie 
manufactories was hardly one-half of the 
wages paid in such manufactories in Pittsburg. 

He then proceeded to a criticism of the com- 
mittee’s bill, saying that a declared purpose 
of this bill is to secure ‘‘free raw materials to 
stimulate manufactures.’’ Yet in the execu- 
tion of this idea, the bill places on the free list 
alarge numberof articles which are really 
manufactured articles, such as salt, sawed and 
dressed lumber, glue, various oils and chemi- 
cals, china, clay, etc., and he also cited 

NUMBER OF EXAMPLES 
where the duty on raw material is greater than 
on manufactures of such materials, and where 
both raw materials and their manufactured 
product are free, thus making manufacturing 
impossible. 

Mr. Randall asserted that instead of a bill 
reducing cuStoms revenue $54,000,000, as was 
claimed, it would be fair to estimate that its 
effect would-be to largely increase the revenue 
instead of reducing it, while the amount of 
material wealth it would destroy is incalcula-

Mr. Randall said he yielded tonoman on 

his side of the house in his desire for contin- 

ued democratic control in the administration 

of the federal government. He did not believe 

the adoption of the committee’s bill would 
make such result certain, and added: 
_NOT BOUND BY THE CAUCUS. 

I cannot be coerced into any particular action 
upon economic questions by direction of the party 
caucus, The period of political caucus has de- 
parted, never to return, and yet we should confer 
and have unity, if it is possible. In these mestters I 
speak only for myself. My convictions on the tariff 
are strong, and founded, as I think, upon principle 
and upon information and intelligent comprehen- 
sion of the subject. When any one here enters upon 
the task of invoking caucus power or other modes 
of coercion, I can only — to him, if be acts with a 
good purpose, that it will prove a fruitless under- 
taking; or if, with ill motive, then assign him to all 
the natural contempt which such self-constituted 
superciliousness deserves, 

In conclusion Mr. Randall quoted from 
earlier statesmen in support of his views upon 
the tariff, and said: 

“If Jackson could say he was confirmed in his 
opinions by the opinions of Jefferson, Madison and 
Monroe, how much more am I confirmed in my 
Opinions by his great authority, added tothat of 
the founders and builders of the democratic party. I 
warn the party that it is not safe to abandon princi- 
ples so fundamental to our institutions and so nec- 
essary to the maintenance of our industrial system; 
principles which attest the wisdom of those who 
established them by the fruits they have borne, the 
full fruition of which, however, can only be real- 
ized in the extension of diversified industries, 
to all parts of the country; not in the north and 
east alone, but in the south and west as well, A 
new era of industrial enterprise has already aawned 
upon the south. No section of the country possesses 
greater natnral advantages than the south, with her 
genial climate, soil, limiitess material, mines of 
coal and iron, with abundant labor ready to de- 
velop them.° Considering what has been there 
echieved in a single decade, what may not a cen- 
tury bring forth from her under a system calculated 
to favor the highest industrial development? When 
I read the histery of my country and consider the 
past and present, and reflecton what is before us, I 
cannot believe that the idea that went down in the 
convulsions of 1861 will ever dominate the destinies 
of the republic. 

The house was thrown into an uproar at the 
conclusion of Mr. Randall’s hour. The request 
was made that Mr. Randall be allowed to pro- 
ceed, but objection was made by Mr. Mills, of 
Texas, an-objection which was greeted with 
jeers and hisses by the republicans. 

Mr. McKinley then yielded him a portion of 
his time, but by an amicable arrangement 
suggested by Mr. Breckinridge, of Kentucky, 
Mr. Randall was permitted to proceed without 
limitation of time. 

Mr. Randall concluded his speech at 1:35, 
and was followed by Mr. McKinley, of Ohio. 

Mr. McKinley opened his speech by saying 
that the country was in an anomalous situation. 
There was nothing resembling it any where in 
the world. While we were seeking to find ob- 
jects to relieve from taxation in order to relieve 
the prevailing pressure, other nations were en- 
gaged in exploring the field of human industry 
and human production, to find new objects of 
taxation to supply their insufticiencies. In 
considering the situation that thus confronted 
us and the bill which was intended to relieve, 
it was well that it should be understood at the 
beginning what things all were agrced upon. 
They were first, that we were collecting more 
money than was required for the current ne- 
cessities of the government; and, second, that 
the excess, whatever it might be, should be 
left with the people. The contention, there- 
fore, was not on reduction but on the manner 
of reduction. Not that no reduction 
should be made, but how and 
in what manner it could be best accomplished. 
All parties were further agreed that the tax on 
tobacco should be abolished and that $30,000,- 
000 now collected from that source from manu- 
facturers of tobacco should hereafter be left 
with the people. - No hindrance or obstruction 
would there have been upon tlie republican 
side to the abolition of the tobacco tax. Gen- 
tlemén on the other side had united with them 
during last session to secure recognition for the 
se of offering a bill to abolish that tax. 

ut that recognition had been refused by the 
presiding officer of the house—refused, too, 
when every intelligent representative knew 
that if an opportunity had been given to vote 
upon the bill it would have received not mere- 
ly a majority but.a full two-thirds vote of the 
house. If that bill had been passed, no im- 
mense surplus would now be in the treasury to 
disturb the country. [Applause.] 

But if this taxation was repealed now. 
there would be left accordimg to the 
report of the secretary of the treasury about 
forty million dollars still collected in excess of 
public necessities. How should this sum be 
remitted to the people with the least distur- 
bance of the great interests of the country? 
That was the real practical question before the 
house today. At this int parties and indi- 
viduals divided. Therein was manifested two 
lines of political thought which had existed 
since the foundation of the government. He 
could not fcrbear from congratulating the 
country that it now ha! ar issue upon which 
all sections and all nationalties, vninfluenced 
by prejudice and unbiased by faction,-without 
regard to past party affiliations, could divice. 
There was now an issue which left the past 
behind and looked only to the present and fu- 
ture. It was an issue that appealed neither to 
race or to geographical lines; an issue 
which the house could discuss and di- 
vide upon as each member should hon- 
estly believe was for the best interest 
of the individual citizen and — at large. 
He congratulated the copntry that it had that 
issue now, and in that spirit he welcomed the 
issue sharply made by the -president of the 
United States and this bill. He wished to 
reach the conclusion, if possible, which would 
secure to the whole country the greatest pros- 
verity. What was the division between the 
two great political parties? It was upon 4 
principle as old as the government. It was be- 
tween what was termed a revenue tariff, as 
distinguished from a protective tariff, and 
upon the respective merits of the two systems 
the parties must stand or fall. He sharply 
contrasted the “tariff for reyenue’’ policy of 
the democrats and the “tariff for protection’’ 
policy of the republicans. He maintained 
that one meant the free admission 
to this country of foreign goods which 
could be. produced here, whenever tho 
line of excessive revenue was reached 
and consequently the destruction of American 
industries. The other meant protection as 
well as revenue; it meant the stimulation of 
our industries and the protection of our labor 
in the fruits of its work. There were many 
illustrations of democratic doctrine in the bill.

it is not important about the details of this bill.

When Mr. McKinley concluded he was 
greeted with round after round of applause 
and was immediately surrounded by party 
colleagues, who were profuse in their congratu- 
lations. It was some minutes before order 
could be restored, and Mr. Kreck inridge, of 
Kentucky, was recognized and then a storm 
broke out fresh, gentlemen on both sides vieing 
with the galleries in the hearty welcome to the 
Kentuckian. 

Mr. Breckinridge jbegan his speech with a 
review of the situation so far as the surplus in 
the treasury is concerned and with a state- 
ment of the dangers attendant on a further ac- 
cumulation of surplus in the treasury. He 
then said: 

When the committee on ways and means was 
announced on January 5th, it mecessarily had to 
confront this condition of affairs and attempt to 
frame a bill which would so reduce the revenues of 
the government as to bring its legitimate expenses 
and its revenues close togéther and this burden of 
taxation upon the people, It recognized that reve- 
nues could be reduced by raising duties to a pre- 
liminary standard. But this only increased 
the urdens of taxation. The repeal 
of the entire internal reyenue would 
also reduce revenues to the int 
where there might be an annual deficit of $20,000,- 
000; but this deficit could not work harm for the 
present, as the surplus remaining on June 30, 1883, 
would be sufficient tocomply with the require- 
ments of the sinking fund until 1891, when four and 
a halfs falidue. But no large section of the Ameri- 
can people really favored a plan which removed 
taxation from spirits, beer and tobacco, and left the 
necessaries of life burdened; nor was the committee 
willing in the assorting of taxes, intbeattempt to 
give substantial relief from tho present unnecessary 
taxation, to adopt a plan which did not light a sin- 
gle furnace, cause a single wheel to revolve, give 
to labor a single day’s wages, remove from commer- 
cial activity any burden, nor from 
the manufacturer annoyance. This 
plan simply took from the public 
treasury thatamountof taxes which were volun- 
tarily paid, in a mode which distributed those 
taxes equally, impartially and not by burdens upon 
the necessities of life. Rejecting, therefore, the 
proposition to increase the industries for the pur- 
pose of reducing the revenues of the government 
and increasing the revenues of manufacturers, and 
the proposition to repeal the internal revenee sys- 
tem, the committee attempted to frame a bill which 
would reduce the revenue by a safe amount and 
would relieve, as faras a moderate dill could do, the 
evils of the present tariffand promote American in- 
dustry by giving to American labor the hope of a 
permanent, staple and profitable market. It recog- 
nized that the system which had been in ex- 
istence for over a quarter of a century could 
not be hastiiy or recklessly overrulded, It desired 
to harm noindustry. It constantly leaned in favor 
of established rates of duty, and in case of doubt 
proposes a rate which it believed to be entirely safe} 
No one can appreciate more than we that the bi% 
reported by us docs not answer all the conditions of 
today; that many duties are left at a rate entirely 
too high; that the relief which ought to be given 
has not been granted to the extent which the con- 
dition of the country and of labor required; but I 
venture to affirm that under all the circumstances 
which surround us, trying to perform an enormous* 
public duty with an a single to the public good 
we have reported a bill which every fair-minde: 
man in America may accept as wise, moderate and 
proper legisiation, and upon this statement, for 
one, I am willing to go to the country and submit to 
its judginent. 

Referring to the criticisms of Mr. Burrows, 
of Michigan, upon the committee of ways and 
means, andits manner of framing the bill 
under discussion, when he stated that in his 
criticisms he was violating the secrets of the 
committee room, Mr. Breckinridge said: 

With a wit which was equalled by courtesy and 
much greater than a desire for the accuracy ex- 
hibited, the gentleman from Michigan insinuated 
what he would not be reckless enough to directly 
assert, that not only was the bill not prepared by 
the committee on ways and means which reported 
it, but that there was no member of the majority so 
lost to ayorere pride to admitits parentage. I trust 
that it is within the most rigorous bounds of parlia- 
mentary language to say that this is absolutely 
withont foundation—in its length, breadth, height, 
depth and thickness. It is the creation of the 
gentieman’s fancy, except that he violated no 
secrets of the committee room in making the state- 
ment, What he violated, Lleaveto him to detir- 
mine, Atnomeetingin that committee room or 
elsewhere, at no time or place, in no manner what- 
ever, has the majority of that commiitee ever given 
any one any pretense tosay that it denied its re- 
sponsibility for this til; that any one but the mem- 
bers of that majority wasin any degree whatever 
responsible for it. Butit is properthat this house 
and the country should know what I doubt not is 
known; this bill was the result of great labor; of an 
earnest desire to reachafair and conservative 
com promise measure, and 
item of it underwent the 
every member of the majority of the 
committee. Asa whole it is a compromise of the 
independent and earnest opinions of earnest men 
bent on practical levislatiou. It does not pretend 
to change the systcia, to set aside the present sys- 
tem and substitute in lieu of it anothér and differ- 
ent system. It leaves the avoeee rates of duty 
higher than they were under the Morrill tariff, and 
it fs a protective tariff bill. The committee did not 
believe that it was its duty to do more than propose 
a moderate reduction of taxation by increasing the 
free list, reducing certain. rates, and reducing, as 
far as practicable, as necessary restrictions and 
make an effort torender the administrations more 
efficient to protection, to honest importers and to 
the detection and prevention of fraud. 

Referring to the internal revenue system, he 
said: 

It was determined in response to 
what seemed to be the pone, . — = of 
the cougtry, to propose the re 0 es on mian- 
ufactured iobaceo. For practical statesmanship is 
an art of wise compromise, and in @ free country 
the desire and judgment of a ary 0 portion of the 
people whom we represent must accepted as a 
sufficient reason for legato.

The bill is before con- 
gress; the responsibility of its preparation 
was uo” ns; the responsibility of legislation is upon 
you Nosnecrs9sto its authors;no charges, how- 
ever offecsive or disecurteous, as to the manner of 
its an ee abuse of those who were con- 
cerned in its preparation can remove from you the 
responsibility of action, nor change the issue made 
by the bill itself. The surplus continues to grow; 
the evil effects of itare daily exhibited; schemes 
without number to squander public money, to dis- 
tribute it among the states; to cultivate the habit in 
the American people of. looking to Washington as 
the great alms-giver; can be defeated only by your 
action as tothis bill. And itisno answer to say 
that it was prepared in secrecy; that its authors are 
incompetent; that there was impropriety 
in. the mode of its consideration. Neither 
your own consciences mor the country 
will acquit you if you shirk responsibility and evade 
the issue under such excuse. Nor will it be accepted 
as any answer that there was any provision of any 
sort in tlie Confederate constitution, or that gentle- 
men engaged in tire preparation of this bill were on 
one side or the other side during that great strife, or 
that certain states have lagged bchind in the prog- 
ress of national growth. It might as well be under- 
stood that what we do say here 1s done and said in 
the view ofthe American people, who are in dead 
earnest coneerning that matter.

A Flood and a Theory. 
The disastrous flood now sweeping 


through the Mississippi valley may not be 


Ee 


the greatest one on record, but there is noth-* 


ing in this supposition to afford any com- 
fort to these who have lost everything by 
the present visitation. 

In various parts of the country, for many 
years past, the floods and the losses caused 
by them have been steadily increasing. Of 
course, explanations have been offered, but 
nearly all of them fail to satisfactorily ac- 
count for the augmented violence of the an- 
gry waters. 

Perhaps the favorite theory is the one 
which ascribes this threatening state of af- 
fairs to the wholesale destruction of our 
timber supply. More than once in these 
‘eolumns the salient points of this theory 
have been given. It is well known that 
when the slopes of water courses are thickly 
wooded, the shade of the trees is favorable 
to the growth of moss, and the ground is 
covered with thick layers of dead leaves, 
When heavy rains fall it takes time for the 
water to penetrate through all this covering, 
and it finds its way gently and by slow de- 
grees to the streams and rivers. It is so 
with the deep snows of the north and west 
when they melt in the spring. There is no 
immense volume of water turned loose all 
at once to rush unimpeded to the sea. With 
the disappearance of the forests, however, 
allthis is changed. The leaves and moss 
no Jonger cover the bleak hillsides,: and 
every shower, or deluge, or snow thaw 
plunges headlong with a mad fury down the 
slopes of the valleys until the strcams and 
rivers, unable to carry off such a tremendous 
volume, overflow their banks, and millions. 
of cultivated acres are submerged. 

Scientists and close observers declare that 
the evil is growing worse, and the next gen- 
eration wil! find the situation unendurable, 
if we continue stripping the hillsides of 
their trees. When those ill-fated days come 
to pass cloud bursts will send raging torrents 
through villages and cities, tearing them 
from their foundations. The ingenuity of 
man will be unable to build asystem of 
levees that will keep the Mississippi and 
other great rivers within bounds, The fate 
of ‘“‘Lost Island,’’ so graphically described 
by Lafcadio Hearn, may also be the fate of 
New Orleans. 

It. is frightful to follow this theory to its 
necessary conclusions, but it is our duty to 
do it, and when the proper remedy is found, 
to apply it without delay. The scientists 
gay that the remedy is reforestry. Fortu- 
nately, it will dono harm, but will be of 
great benefit to the country, to try it. There 
is .no answer to make to the argu- 
ments of the advocates of forestry. 
We are likely to need all the tim- 
ber that can be planted, and if planting it 
will free us in some measure from the ter- 
rors of the floods, so much the better.

The Issues. 

The New York-Mail and Express, which 
is one of the ablest of the republican news- 
papers, has been trying of late to get its 
party to abandon the bloody shirt issue, It 
bas pointed out the fact that there are more 
wholesome issues to discuss and more vital 
questions to decide—more vital, that is to 
gay, so far as the south is concerned.

I¢is true that the pressure ofthe whole power of 
the.executive has compelled some of the southern 
mewspapers that represent ‘the new south” to make 
the race-ssues predominant, and that while they 
gee that Mr. Cleveland's free trade policies would 
bring disaster to their region, they must keep up a 
“solid south’’ for self-protection against vague and 
imaginary dangers from colored voters. 

But these newspapers give no reasons for the wild 
and baseless apprehensions of race troubles from 
republican rule. There are no reasons to give. 
Every well informed southern man knows that a 
republican president and a republican congress 
would bring no real perils to the peace of the south. 
But party emergencies and discipline have com- 
pelled an apparent approach to democratic harmo- 
my in the soush, and able journals in that region are 
forced to stultify themselves by false pretenses about 
republican sentiments and intentions toward the 
colored yoters. They pretend to see or fear the 
“waving of the bloody shirt” in the north, as a pre- 
text for their temporary surrender of the most vital 
interests of the south. 

“They pretend to see or fear the waving 
of the bloody shirt at the north.’? This is 
very fine indeed—in fact, it is excellent. 


Why should a southern paper “pretend” to 
eee what the Mail and Express has been 
deploring for several months past? Why 
should a southern paper ‘“‘pretend’’ to fear 
a renewal of the campaign of sectionalism 
which the Mail and Express has been vainly 


arguing against? We quote further from 
our esteemed contemporary: 

¥et THE ATLANTA ConsTITUTION, which has join-

In response to this, we may say that THE 
ConsTITUTION has‘not by any means aban- 
doned the economic views which it has been 
pressing on the attention of its readers for 
some’ years. But our experience with re- 
publican rule in the nation and negro domi- 
nation in the south convinces us that dem- 
ocratic harmony and democratic success are 
more important in this section than any 
economic question that is only in shape for 
discussion, 


Whether the Mills bill, as itis, or as it 


will be amended, will hurt the south is a 
question, but there is no question as to 
whether republican success and an attempt 
at negro domination is the south would hurt 
this section. ‘The reconstruction period has 
left a very bad taste in the mouth, and it is 
a taste that cannot be forgotten. 

As to the result of republican success, we 
cannot say. Weknow what the result of 
that success was once on a time, and that is 
enough. The economic questions which 
are interesting the Mail and Express may 
be very important, but they are not as im- 
portant to the south as the success of the 
democratic party. |

Look Before You Leap! 

The New York Sun in adouble leaded edi- 
torial admonishes the democratic party to 
exercise the greatest care in arranging its 
lines for the great national battle which is 
soon to be fought. It says that if the dem- 
ocracy loses the presidency in 1888, it is 
most unlikely that the nineteenth century 
will witness the election of another demo- 
cratic president; while if the democrats are 
suceessful they will be in a position to as- 
sure their political supremacy for many 
years. 

The Sun’s editorial is directed especially 
to the delegates to the national convention 
from the southern states, ‘‘whose constitu- 
ents will have to furnish the bulk of votes 
needed in the electoral colleges to elect a 
democratic president. They will therefore 
have a moral right to dictate the course of 
the convention at St. Louis, and upon their 
heads will rest the burden of responsibility 
for triumph or defeat.”’ 

The argument of the Sun that democratic 
defeat this year would almost certainly as- 
sure republican ascendency for the rest. of 
the century, is not an idle one, nor one 
which the democratic party should pass 
without serious consideration. This argu- 
ment is based on the fact that on the census 
of 1890, there will be a reapportionment of 
the representation of the states in the elec- 
toral colleges. The only democratic state 
which will show a phenomemal increase in 
its representation will be Texas, while the 
representation of a number of republican 
states in the west will show a very large in- 
crease. ‘Therefore, should the democracy 
be assured of the solid south, New York, 
New Jersey, ‘Connecticut and Indiana for 
the rest of the century, it will probably not 
be successful after the new apportionment 
unless it receives the electoral vote of some 
other state. Should the democratic party 
be retained in power for four years more, it 
would be ina position after that time to cap- 
ture the votes of other northern states, and 
this assures the continued supremacy of the 
party. | 

In this connection the following advice of 
the Sun is worth its weight in gold, and we 
give it to the representatives of the south 
with our hearty indorsement, and with the 
hope and belief that they will carefully guard 
the interests of the south, and will see that 


‘nothing is done to jeopardize its future wel-

'PACETTI IN TROUBLE. 


His Sentence by the Judge 
Yesterday. 


He Gets Twelve Months on the Chaingang 
for Keeping a Gaming House-- 
His Honor’s Remarks. 


“Do you know Mr. Pacetti?”’ ; 

“Why, certainly, certainly, certainly!” 

The Early Birds said they knew him, as the 
above remarks would indicate, and so did the 
police. 

On yesterday Mr. Pacctti made the ac- 
quaintance of Judge Van Epps. 

The city court met yesterday at 9 o’clock, 
Judge Howard Van Epps presiding. One case 
was tried and then the court adjourned till 
Monday. 

This was the case of the State vs. B. E 
Pacetti, charged with keeping a gaming house. 
The defendant came frem Macon to Atiania 
and opened a room over Lynch’s saloon, at the 
corner of Alabama and Broad streets. It was 
suspected for several weeks that young 
men were mecting in the room 
to indulge in gambling,- and on 
the fifth of April a game was interrupted by 
the police, who arrested several of the young 
men and Pacetti. 

The defendant was arraigned yesterday 
morning and pleaded ‘‘not guilty.’”’ He was 
defended by Mr. Hinton Wright. 

The jury did not take long to find a verdict 
of guilty. 

Judge Van Epps proceeded to pass sentence, 
and in doing so he made some terse remarks 
about the crime of gaming. He told Pacetti 
that he would sentence him to serve twelve 
months on the public works. ‘‘You have 
been convicted,’’ continued the court, ‘‘of the 
crime of keeping a gaminghouse. Long ago I 
announced from this bench that gambling in 
Atlanta must cease. I wish to emphasize this 
by imposing a penalty which will prevent you 
from continuing the business. Any person who, 
in the faceof the law against gaming, comes 
to Atlanta to open a gambling house, shows 
that he does not value his liberty. I have ex- 
pressed my purpose to impose chaingang penal- 
ties in cases of thiskind. The jury has found you 
guilty and it remains forthe court to impose 
the sentence.”’ 

Mr. Wright intimated his intention to ask 
for anew trial, and Judge Van Epps consented 
to allow the defendant to give nd in the 
sum of $500. Mr. Wright says that ifa new 
trial is denied he will carry the case to the 
supreme court, 


NO ALIEN POLITICS IN AMERICA. 


-A Sensible Comment on a Very Important 


Subject. 


From the Glote Review. 


There can be no donbt that in refusing per- 
mission to plant a foreign flag onthe city hail, 
Mayor Hewitt was in perfect accord with the sym- 
pathies not only of our native American population 
and with the great bulk of our citizens of foreign 
descent, but no less with the best traditions of our 
glorious republic. That there would arise, in time, 
great temptations to this country to concern itself 
with foreign politics, appears to have been an ever- 
present fear with Washington, before whose pres- 
cient gaze the pages of the future seemed to lie 
open. In his fareweyl address, on retiring from the 
presidency, Washington uttered words, which, how- 
ever impressive then, have a ten-fold solemnity of 
warning now, coming to us as they do from the 
tomb, and in the midst of the danger which his 
fervid love for his country enabled him to foresee 
so clearly. In that memorable address to the peo- 
ple of the United States, tuture as well as present- 
Washington said: 

‘‘A solicitide for your welfare which cannot end 
but with ey life,and the apprehension of danger 
natural to that solicitude, urge me. on an ecvauien 
like the present, to offer to your solemn contempla- 

ion, and to your frequent review, some sentiments 
which are the result of much reflection, of no incon 
siderable observation, and which appear to me ajl- 
important to the permanency of your felicity as a 
people. * * * Against the insidious wiles of tor- 
eign infinence, I conjure you to believe me, fellow- 
citizens, the jealousy of a free people ought to be 
constantly awake, since history and experience 
@ most 
overnment. * * * 
Why, Pa cnian wearing our destiny with that of any 


rt of Europe, eutangle our peace and prosperity 


‘in the toils of European ambition, rivalshop, inter- 


est, humor or caprice ?’’ 

The warning conveyed in these words, uttered 
nearly & century ago, was never more necessary 
than at present. The foreigners to whom we have 
given sauctuary and who have become citizens, 
have acquired numbers and influence in our midst. 
Their European sympathies and antipathies they 
have brought with them tothis country; and the 


‘freedom of speech and action which they are al- 


lowed, as among themselves, in venting and illus- 
trating their opinions, must be regarded as the full 
limit of the nation’s toleration. In this freedom of 
utterance and action allowed to its foreign-born 
population, this country has most certainly not 
errred on the side of niggardliness, On the con- 
trary, 80 free have those citizens been left to air the 
deplorable troubles of their kinsmen across 
the sea, and so forcibly have they ex- 
pressed themselyés *in word and deed, that 
foreign nations with whom we trade largely, and to 


ship, have regarde ithe indulgence we have shown 
in this way, totbeir hurt, as a grave breach of in- 
ternational courtesy and friendship. It is perhaps, 
a matter ofno great moment to us, that English 
people complain that we permit certain of our citi- 
zeus to use this country as afulcrum for the over- 
throw of British rule in Ireland; at all events, wheth- 
er itis of moment or not, we have not allowed the 
complaint to influence us in restricting the freedom 
which our foreign-born or foreign-descended citi- 
zensenjoy. When it comes however, to importing 
foreign politics inthis country, and employing 
them as a factorin domestic government, it is time 
to draw an exceedingly hard and fast line. 
The man who has beceme a_ citizen 
of the United States, hag in s0 doing‘ 
renounc:d all allegiance to other countries 
and, therefore, all concernin their politics; and on 
that aceount he ought to have no interest in unfurl- 
ing an alien flag. As forthe man who has not be- 
come naturalized, he is merely a visitor, enjoying 
our hospitality on sufferance, and must be entirely 
voiceless in ell such questions In allowing sanc- 
tuary to the oppressed of Europe, and a wider and 
richer field to the struggling masses, we do not wish 
to feel that we have been cherishingaughtthat witl 
in any way impair the integrity of our republic. 
The republic of the United States wishes for no 
imperiumin imperio,and will not. for a moment 
submitto one. Whatever sympathies we may have 
with those who are fighting go gallantly, and against 
such odds, the battle of freedom in other lands, it 
is the duty of every real and true citizen to secog- 
nize the fact that he belongs, first of all and exclu- 
sively, tothe country of his adoption, and that, 
whether he has been originally Englishman, Irish- 
man, German, Russian or Italian, he is now abso- 
lutely and exclusively, American. We have no 
concern with European politics, and we desire 
nothing to do with them. Heaven has separated us 
from them by three thousand miles of ocean, and 
there is nothing lovely ur yalaable in them that we 
should bring them across the waste of watcrs; and 
poison our own soil by transplanting them in it. 
Our foreign-born citizens are not exiles, and their 
duty to their new country demands that they gas- 
similate themselves as rapidly as. possible. A man 
cannot serve two masters. If they are Americans 
one flag ought to suffice for them, and if there is 
among the hundreds of thousands of foreign born 
citizens, one who permits his vote to be influenced

DISGUSTING INDIAN RITES. 


Aborigines of British Columbia Eating 
Mouthfals of Human Fliesh. 
Professor J. Jacobsen, who has been in the 
province for some years colleeting Indian curi- 
os for the Hamburg museum and writing up 
the habits, customs, and traditions of the abo- 
rigines, arrived down on the Boscowitz, from 
Bella Coola, says the Victoria (B. C.) Colonist. 
The professor spent all last winter at Tucalo, 
the head of the southernmost of the Bentinck 
arms, Which is distant from Bella Coola about 
eighty miles. Here he found the Indian in 
his primitive state, a wild, untutored savage, 
with a scant knowledge of the arts or customs 
of civilization. The inlet, running far inland, 
and being in every way out of the course of 
traders or prospectors, is never visited,and the 
Indians say no white man ever went up to the 
head of it before. They live there, as they do 
in the most places around the coast,by hunting 
and fishing, deer and fur-bearing animals 
abounding in large numbers. They are with- 
out missionaries, and cannibalism is rampart. 
The professor tells of some sickening sights 
which he witnessed there during the past win- 
ter, which at this day one could not believe 
capable of being witnessed so near home, did 
the information not come from a reliable 
person. The custom is still carried out there 
of men ambitious for the honors of chieftain 
betaking themselves to the woods, and, after 
remaining there for some time, coming back 
yossessed of a spirit and biting pieces of flesh 
rom the bodies of those whom they first meet. 
One who wished to graduate last winter went 
outand remained from sight forseveral weeks, 
though he came near the camp’ occasionally 
and made night hideous with his yells, When 
he came to the tribe he came naked, notwith- 
standing that it was the middle of winter, with 
two or three feet of snow on the eround. 
The first man he met he _ seized, 
knocked down, and bit a piece out of his 
arm which he chewed ravenously. This was 
repeated many times over, his face becomin 
besmeared with blood and presenting a fiend- 
ish appearance. The victimsof the would-be 
chieftain’s bites receive in return for their 
vains a small pecuniary compensation, and it 
is‘an honor to carry the scar, The more scars 
of this kind that decorate an Indian’s body 
the more numerous are his honors; and when 
he comes to have agood many he becomes a 
chieftan himself'in asmall way. The biter 
on one occasion made a break for the professor, 
who soon gave him to understand that he was 
going te experience something pretty tough if 
he tackled him. He was not further molested.

The Origin of Bookkeeping.

The origin of bookkeeping, like that of most 
other useful arts, is inyolved in great obscurity. 
Systematic bookkeeping is generally admitted to 
have been first practiced in Venice in the fifteenth 
century. Lucas de Borgia published a regular 
treatise on the subject in the Italian language in 
1495. Beckman, in his ‘‘History of inventions,” 
says that the Banians of India have been from time 
immemorial in the possession of the method of 
bookkeeping by double entry. Other authors think 
that.double entry was known to the ancients, and 
revived only in Italy with the reyival of commerce; 
and certain quotations are adduced in support of 
this opinion which shows that the ancients entered 
the receipts and payments of money on opposite 
pages in the way of debtorand creditor, but noth- 
ing beyond single entry can be inferred from this 
practice. The first treatise on beokkeeping in the 
English langua ge of which there is any account wa 
published in the year 1543 by Hugh Oldcastle, a 
schoolmaster.

An Excess of Imports Over Exports Bad 
Reports From the Crops, 

New Yor«, May 18.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
review of trade for the week says: 

In spite of the abounding and unconquerable yi- 
tality of the countiy, periods of temporary hesita- 
tion, or reaction are inevitable, and one has par- 
tially been reached. The country at present is bor- 
rowing more and producing less, Local markets for 
securities depends essentially upon the placing of 
bonds abroad, and the foreign demand for stocks 
and bondecontiunes. But for the movementof for- 
eign capital this way to pay for bondsand stocks a 
heavy outgo of gold would be required to 
meet the excess of imports over exports. The suc- 
cess in borrowing foreign money to pay for imple- 
ments makes the markets for securities strong. and 
money here i§. superabundant. But, meanwhile, 
collections at an increasing number of points in the 
interior are slow. The caution of buyers checks

Blcunt, providing for postoffice buildings in 
all towns whose gross postal receipts exceed 
$3,000, is said to have been introduced at the 
suggestion of the president and postmaster 
general, they being of the opinion that the 
government would saye money by such a 
course. 

Mr. Ermentrout in his'report upon the bill 
says that its provisions operate only in places 
where the gross-receipts amount to $3,000 an- 
nually for two successive years. The extreme 
limit of cost to the United States for any build- 
ing sha]) not in any case exceed $25,000, Sub- 
ject to these limitations, it provides for three 
classes of. buildings, varying in cost according 
to the amount of gross receipts, as follows: 

Where the gross postoffice receipts for each 
of the two preceding years exceed $25,000, the 
cost of such building to the United States may 
be a sum notexceeding $25,000 

Where such gross receipts for each of two 
=. years exceed $20,000, and shall have 

en no more than $25,000 the cost of such 
building shall not exceed to the United States 
$20,000. 

Where such -gross receipts for each of two 
preceding years shall be $3,000, and not more 
than $20,000, the cost of such building shall 
not. exceed to the United States $15,000. 

Under the first class there are forty-five cit- 
ies in which the gross postoftice receipts dur- 
ing each of the past-two years have. exéveded 
$25,000. , 

Under the provisions of this bill the limit for 
the erection of these forty-five postofiice build- 
ings would be $1,125,000. The interest at 3 per 
cent. of this sum is $33,750. The government 
at present expends for rent at these places the 
sum of $61,229. 

In the second class there are thirty-four cii- 
ies or towns in which the gross receipts of the 
postoffice for each of the past two years have 
exceeded $20,000 and have not exceeded $25,- 
000. 
Under the provisions of this bill the limit of 
cost for the erection of these 34 postoffice build- 
ings would be $680,000. The interest of this 
sum at 3 per cent is $20,400. The government 
at present expends for rent at these places 
$37,655. 

In the third class there are 1,354 cities or 
towns in which the gross receipts for each of 
the past two years have reached $3,000 and 
not exceeded $20,000. In 238 of these places 
the government pays rent; in 1,116 places, as 
the law now stands, the government pays no 
rent. This is a state of affairs that cannot be 
expected to continue. 

t is bnt-reasonable.to believe that a sense of 
justice and fairness. will lead at an early day to 
legislation authorizing the payment of rent at 
all the third class postofiices. For present 
purposes we will be compelled to estimate the 
probable rental. 

In 244 of these 1,116 places the gross receipts 
for each of the last two years have exceeded 
$6,000, but are less than the gross revenues of 
the 238 places at which rentis paid. 1n our 
judgment four-fifths of the grossamount of 
rent paid at the 238 places, which would be an 
average of about $400 per annum per office, 
would be no extravagant estimate for these 
244 places. 

There are, then, 872 places at which the gross 
revenues for each of the two years last past 
have reached $3,000 per annum and have not 
exceeded $6,000. In these places $3500 per 
annum would seem to be a reasonable average 
rental for suitable offices. 

Under the provisions of this bill the limit of 
cost for the erection of 238 postottice buildings 
would be $3,575,000, the interest of this sum at 
3 percent is $107,100. The government at 


present expends for rent at these places $124,-- 


492. The limit ef cost for the erection of the 
244 buildings would be $3,660,000, the interest 
of which sum at 3 per cent would be $109,980; 
the estimated rent about $99,633.60. 

To erect the remaining 872 buildings it would 
not be necessary to expend the amount re- 
quired for buildings of this class above men- 
tioned. “Ten thousand dollars should be the 
ees price at. which this remaming number 
could be erected. This would require the ex- 
penditure of $8,720,000. The interest on this 
amount at 5 per cent per annum would be 
$261,600: the estimated rent $261,600. It may 
be mentioned that the rental is more likely to 
be increased than diminished. 

At present the government pays rent with 
money lyingidle in the treasury, and from 
which it derives no benefit. Itis likely that 
this state of things will exist for years to 
come. 

The number of buildings may be diminished 
by the enactment of iaws authorizing the 
erection of public buildings by this and future 
congresses. The bill does not control the leg- 
islative discretion in this respect. In our 
judgment, it will aid that discretion, for when 
the department finds that suitable buildings 
cannot he erected under its provisions, the 
matter will naturally be left open for congres- 
sional action, with. the additional benefit of 
department investigation. 

It will be observed that the present bill asks 
for an appropriation of $2,000,000. The ap- 
propriations for building purposes would at all 
times be under the control of congress. The 
committee have caused to be prepared plans 
for substantial buildings of graceful exterior, 
suitable for postoflice purposes, the estimated 
cost of which are $6,000, $8,000, $10,000, $15,- 


000, $20,000, $25,000 respectively. At an, 


average cost of $20,000, a $2,000,000 appropria- 
tion would build one hundred postottices, and 
as the buildings will beuniform there is good 
reason to suppose that this number could an- 
nually be built, and that the number covered 
by the provisions of this bill (about one thou- 
sand four hundred and thirty-three), might all 
be built in fifteen y ars* 

The fourth section of the bill authorizes the 
department to accept donations of ground and 
contributions wherever the public are disposed 
to make them. It also authorizes the depart- 
ment, when necessary, to purchase ground ata 

rice not toexceed $5,000 in any one case. 
Your committee is ofthe opinion that the do- 
nations and contrtbutions will} be frequently 
made, but estimating that it were necessary to 
purchase sites at the average cost of $5,000,the 
highest limitnamed, for the 1,435 sites, the 
sum total for sites would be $7,165,000, 
making the total cost of these buildings 
$25,020,000. An annual appropriation of 
$2,000,000 would be amply sutticient to pur- 
chase sites, erect buildings, pay the addi- 
tional expenses caused by the creation of the 
department of architecture as provided for in 
the first section of the bill, and be amply suffi- 
cient to maintain the system for all time to 
come. This expenditure annually would be 
trifling compared with the ultimate saving in 
rent to the government and the a 
thereby gained to the public. Wedo not be- 
lieye any annual appropriation of a similar 
amount could be better or more easily ex- 
pended. ; 

The passage of this bill will largely relieve 
the presstire brought to bear on congress for 
the erection of public buildings, their erection 
and size depending upon the business trans- 
acted, must be regarded as a just criterion for 
expenditure. The establishment of some sys- 
tem is far preferable to the almost arbitrary 
methods which have sometimes characterized 
the passage of. public building ills. This 
measure will.also repress. extravagant appro- 

riations. The postofiice, like the government, 
is here to stay, and for this reason, if for none 
other, it should be kept in some suitable build- 
ing, owned by the government and at some 
permanent place whenever the volume of busi- 
ness justifies it. 

The places in Georgia. which will receive 
buildings should this bill pass are: Albany, 
Gainesville, Americus, Griffin, Athens, La- 
Grange. Atlanta, Macon, Augusta, Marietta, 
Bainbridge, Milledgeville, Barnesville, New- 
nan, k; Rome? Columbus, Savannah, 
Dalton, Thomasville. 

Those that have public buildings already, or 
are entitled to them by bills recently ed, 
will of course not have others erected under 
this bill. E. W. B.

The horrible affair will hold a place in my 
memory until I die,” Johnston remarked with 
a visible tremor of body.

THE RED PLANET. 


Speculations About the ‘‘Canals” of Mars 
and Their Builders. 
From the San Francisco Call, 

People who can obtain the privilege of look- 
ing at Mars through the Lick telescope should not 
neglect the opportunity. Several years have elapsed 
since that remarkable planet could be seen to such 
an advantage as at present,and it will be three 
years before we have an equal chance again. It has 
certainly never heen examined before through a 
telescope of such poweras the monster refractor on 
Mount Hamilton. 

I; may be interesting to lovers of astronomy to 
know that the eminent French astronomer, M. Per- 
rotin, isengaged in a minute studyof Mars; and 
that his discoveries confirm those of M. Schiaparilli 
in every particular. It seems actually true that the 
longitudinal stripes which cirele around the planet 
are bedies of water, and must, according to all laws 
of probability, be artificial. No one ever saw or 
conceived a system of parallel rivers from 1,000 to 
2,000 miles long and straight asa plumbline, Ev- 
erything is possible, of course, but such straight 
rivers it is imposstble to reconcile with the princi- 
ples of cosmogony as we understand them. On this 
planet, at all events, nature abhors a straight line, 
and by analogy it should do so in Mars. 

Yet, if these bodies of water are canals, as Schia- 
parilli believed, and Perrotin seems hardly to 
doubt, what monstrous works they must be. They 
are from fifty to eighty miles wide. Fancy the la- 
bor of digging such a canal, the time it must have 
taken and the number ofmen it must bave em- 
ployed, The pyramids of Egypt are trifling in come 
parison. The Suez canal is 197 feet wide at the sur- 
face, and the Nicaragua canal is to be 150 feet: the 
Martian canals are 2,800 times wider. Our canals 
on this one horse globe are considered long when 
they reach 100 milesin length. The Panama canal 
wsll be less than 60 miles long. The canals ot Mais 
reach a length of 2,000 miles—say as far from here 
toOmaba. What a traffic there must be to support 
such enterprises. On the waterways of Chins 
travelers describe the incessant ebb and flow of mu‘. 
titudinous crowds, but to require canals of such di- 
mensions as we have described, the movement of 
traffic in Mars must be far more prodigious. In fac, 
they imply a population which almost staggers be- 
lief: considering that the yolume of the planet is 
only one-sixth that of the earth, the diameter 
being 4,400 miles as against 8,000 miles, they war- 
rant the wildest conjectures as tothe density with 
which it may be peopled. 

What manner of man lives in Mars, if there be 
men there, has always been a favorite topic of spec- 
ulation. The lew of gravitation tellsus that he may 
be fourteen feet high; not such a son of Anak as the 
inbabitants of the asteroids, but still one who would 
rezard the Belgian giant as a remarkable dwarf. 
Possibly the enormous publi¢g work on Mars may be 
explained on the theory thag those tall feliows can 
work in proportion to their stature—that one citizen 
of Mars can shovel as much dirtastwo and a half 
denizens of this world. 

Whether the grass of Mars is red, as the old astron- 
omers averred, modern telescopes have failed to de- 
cide, Itis very diffcult to determine colors when 
an object lens collects thirty thousand times as much 
light as normally enters the human eye. But the 
speculative astronomer is sefe in asserting bis belief 
that Martian cabbazes are of the color of our beet 
roots, as no one can disprove the assertion.

I 
add no water, cold, hot or boiling, but put my 
churn, which is tin, in a vessel of hot water: this 
warms up the milk and the butter soon appears, 
By this method I generally have good buttermilk 
and nice yellow butter. Hot or boiling water de- 
Stroys the sweet creamy flavor of milk and causes 
the butter to be white and puffy. Who next? Mrs.

A Dull Week Among the Lodges 
of Atlanta. 


Interesting Gcssip About the Odd Fellows— 
The Knights of Pythias—Some 
Notes About the Lodges. 


The past week has been devoid of any nota- 


organizations in Atlanta. The only occurrence of 
special significanée was the meeting oi the grand 
lodge of the Knights of Pythias. The meetings of 
the lodges of Masons were not of more than ordi 
nary interest. 

Among the Odd Fellows. 

In Odd Fellowship all the lodges are pros- 
pering, receiving. members, conferring degrees and 
prosecuting quietly but thoroughly the benevolent 
work ofthe order. While not insarance or endow- 
ment lodges, each lodge, im addition tothe payment 
of benefits weekly tothe sick members and relief 
extended to widows and orphans, pays the funeral 
expenses on the death of members a designated 
amount. In some ofthe lodges in most cases the 
actual expense of burial do not require more then a 
third of the amount set apart for that purpose, and 
the remainder of the fund is at once paid over in 
money to the widow or. family of the deceased 
brotLer. About ten days agoamember of one ofthe 
lodges, Capitol No. 60, died, leaving a widow and 
several tmuili ¢hildren without amy means of sup- 
port. The sum provided by this lodge for funeral 
benefit or expense is $200, and in this case the actual 
expenso of the funeral was but $70, and the remain- 
der of $130 was paid in money tothe widow. Tiis, 
supplemented with some other fraternal aid, will 
enable the widow, who isa practical and business 
lady, to start asmall business from which she can 
earn a support for herself and family. This sum, 
though small ehd not designed as it- 
sizuance or endowment, is practical and 
timely relief and, persons not connected 
with benevolent institutions can have 10 
conception of the great numbor of similar instances 
of opportune relief. Thatan order quietly prose- 
cuting such good work should find favor and sup- 
port among all who are acquainted with its object 
and missions, is but a just and natuwal tribute. 

Yet the benevolent work above indicated can find 
a parallel in the fraternal work, the charity and 
toleration which the order teaches and imprcsscs. 
These great principles are never lost sight of by the 
order, andthe true Odd Fellow is always charitable 
toward;, and tenderly considerate of, the weakness 
and needs of his fellow-men, and tolerant of differ- 
ences of opinion and judgment among each other 
and among a!l men, Ifamemberof this great fra- 
ternity becomes a bigot, vainglorious or vindictive 
towards his fellows, be certainly wanders from the 
impressive teaching of the most sublime lessons. 

Tie work of securing subscriptions of stock for the 
building of an Odd Fellows’ hall is progressing 
steadliy and satisfactorily, and with strong faith on 
the part of the promoters ofthe enterprise of suc- 
cese, They do not propose to make the mistake of 
haste in this matter, but rather to be thoroughly 
prepared before siarting the building. 

The grand lodge of this state composed of mem 
bers and representatives from the many subordinate 
lodges in the state will convene in annua! session in 
Gainesville, in August next. The annual reunions 
of the officers and members of the grand lodge are 
greatly enjoyed and looked forward to in advance 
with great interest.
